Thanks  for  your  review.  Responses  from  Lesley  and  me  are  below: 


The  maximum  number  of  SJBHD  staff  on  duty  with  the  response  activities  at  one  time 
was  six,  in  the  Joint  Information  Center.  Some  of  these  people  cycled  in  and  out,  so  there  was  a 
total  of  ten  staff  engaged  over  the  course  of  the  reporting  period. 

No  time  was  recorded  to  the  GKM  spill  prior  to  the  spill.  SJBH  created  an  account  code 
specifically  for  the  GKM  spill.  Nothing  was  posted  to  this  account  until  after  August  5th.  We 
can  provide  additional  documentation  if  needed.

In  having  the  statement  of  work  and  invoice  review  a couple  of  things  were  identified. 


• The  Notice  to  Proceed  document  specifies  that  SJBHD  would  provide  up  to  six  staff  at 
any  one  time  in  support  of  the  response  activities.  The  invoice  identifies  10  individuals  who 
provided  support,  but  does  not  explicitly  say  that  no  more  than  six  individuals  were  on  duty  at 
any  one  time,  and  the  attached  payroll  statements  doesn’t  provide  that  level  of  detail.  Could  you 
please  provide  a clarifying  statement. 

• The  payroll  statements  begin  on  8/1/15  rather  than  8/5/15.  The  date  of  the  release  was 
8/5/15.  Please  confirm  whether  the  invoice  statement  includes  hours/pay  for  the  8/1/15-8/4/1 5 
time  period. 

• The  invoice  includes  several  lunch  charges.  Meals  are  not  an  allowable  cost  under 
CERCLA.  I check  with  legal  to  see  what  if  any  of  these  line  items  do  to  the  emergency 
circumstance  can  be  paid  through  the  PO.  Can  you  provide  more  information  regarding  the 
meals  that  were  paid  for  at  incident  command  were  they  only  for  SJBH  or  did  your  agency 
provide  food  for  everyone.
